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PREFACE 


This is a guide to more than two decades of research pub- 
lished in the American Journal of Physical Anthropology. It is 
designed to simplify the task of finding various classes of material 
therein. It consists of three major sections: The first and most 
extensive is the topical guide proper, in which the major papers 
and selected notes and brief communications have been listed 
under various topical headings. The second is an index of book 
reviews. The final section is an alphabetical author index of the 
material in the topical guide. 

The journal was founded in 1918 by Ales Hrdlicka. He was 
its editor during a period which saw the founding of the American 
Association of Physical Anthropologists (1930) and the designation 
of the A.J.P.A. as its official organ. These developments are set 
forth in the journal itself: Vol. 29 of the old series (313-315) 
and Vol. 1, no. 1, of the new series (1-4). Editors of the new 
series during the 21 years covered here were: T. Dale Stewart 
(Vols. 1-6), W. W. Howells (Vols. 7-12), S. L. Washburn (Vols. 
13-16) and W. S. Laughlin (Vols. 17-21). The present editor and 
moving force for the publication of this guide is Frederick S. Hulse. 

An earlier and shorter version covering Vols. 1-14 was pre- 
pared some years ago and had a limited distribution in mimeo- 
graphed form. A number of recipients were helpful in calling 
attention to errors of various kinds in this provisional edition. 
At the same time there was an encouraging consensus that such 
a guide would prove useful as a research aid. This encouraged 
an extension of the guide to 21 volumes and a complete reworking 
of both the system of classification and the assignment of the 
individual entries. At the instance of Hulse, notes and _ brief 
communications related to research were added to the major 
papers as items for inclusion in the topical guide. 

The system of classification began as an outline of topics 


that might theoretically be expected to be treated in a journal of 
physical anthropology. When the entries were distributed in every 


category deemed appropriate, some rubrics were found to be vir- 
tually empty while others were found to be too broad and poten- 
tially divisible. The final set of categories was revised in the light 
of this experience. As to the assignment of the papers and shorter 
contributions, each was placed in the obvious categories but was 
studied further for implications relevant to still other headings. 
These less obvious assignments were also made. 

Neither the system of classification nor all of the assignments 
are offered as the sole possibilities, or even the most cogent pos- 
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sible arrangement of the material. The author has learned in the 
doing and has canvassed the final results several times and has 
concluded that the guide, as it stands, qualifies as a useful re- 
search tool standing somewhere between Whitehead’s minimum 
criterion that any classification is better than none and an ideal 
classification. 

This has been an enormous but instructive task. It could 
not have been achieved without encouragement and _ practical 
help. Miss Karin Abbey of Vassar College was indefatigable in 
checking myriad details and preparing the typescript. Mrs. Hanni 
Woodbury, also of Vassar, contributed not only a great deal of 
time and energy in checking and rechecking every aspect of the 
work but an impeccable critical judgment of the classification 
system and the assignments of every entry. The project originated 
when the author was a graduate student at Harvard who, though 
a cultural anthropologist, wanted to know in concrete detail what 
physical anthropologists actually did. It would never have been 
undertaken without the encouragement of W. W. Howells and the 
late Clyde Kluckhohn. This effort is dedicated to them. But it 
was Frederick S. Hulse who took the initiative in arranging for 
the publication of this guide in the A.J.P.A. series. And, as so 
often in anthropology, it was the Wenner-Gren Foundation and 
its research director, Lita Osmundsen, who generously subven- 
tioned its preparation for publication. To all those who read the 
early version of the guide and both criticized it and encouraged 
its improvement, and to the individuals named above, I and all 
those who will find this work useful owe a great debt of thanks.

ORGANIZATION 


As noted in the preface, the organization of the Topical 
Guide represents an accommodation between a “logical” classifi- 
cation covering the topics one might expect to find treated in a 
journal of physical anthropology and the actual contents of the 
A.J.P.A. The distinction is perhaps parallel to that which Kluck- 
hohn liked to make between “ideal patterns” and “behavioral 
patterns” in a culture. Thus, the topics listed in the table of 
contents in no way pretend to express the structure of the dis- 
cipline. It is, rather, the best judgment of the author about the 
most useful array of rubrics for the given material. 

Most of the classification is quite obvious. So are some of 
the problems of classification as, for example, where headings 
under “Race” seem to replicate geographical headings. Several 
major categories, however, were employed partly because the ma- 
terial seemed to warrant it and partly because of implications in 
numerous papers which were not patently addressed to the issues 
designated by such sections as “Variation,” “Studies of Process,” 
“Function Studies,” and so on. These categories deserve a brief 
explanation. 

Papers dealing mostly with single populations but referring 
to other single-population studies in the literature were listed 
under “Variation” because comparative data were made available 
even if it was not the primary purpose of the article to wage such 
comparison. The notion of “Variation” was not restricted simply 
to populations but to particular features and to variation in more 
than one feature. 

“Process” as used here refers not merely to such obvious 
subjects as “growth” but to evolutionary processes, the interplay 
of cultural and biological factors and to race mixture. In short, 
the notion of process here extends from particular features to 
the individual to populations and historical processes. 

Again, “function” is used in several ways to point to evolu- 
tionary trends, to link particular features to race, sex or age, 
to assign causal value to certain features and relate two or more 
features so as to suggest that variation in one feature is a func- 
tion of variation in the other or others. 

The general principle which obtained in assigning material 
to the several classifications was to err on the side of over-classi- 
fying. In studying the papers, an effort was made not merely to 
list them under obvious headings but to be sensitive to their im- 
plications and classify them further under less obvious headings 
but ones which the author considered meaningful. This resulted 
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in some apparent incongruities on rechecking the assignments, 
and this was followed by a restudy of the articles involved. In 
most cases, the apparent misassignment was confirmed as jus- 
tified. In the few cases where the assignment seemed on second 
sight to be far-fetched, it was withdrawn. 

The reviews have been listed in a separate section, alpha- 
betically by author of the work being reviewed. This seemed to 
provide the most convenient access to the reviews. It seemed use- 
ful, too, to make a separate listing of the articles in the 21 volumes 
according to authors of the article. Again this was arranged 


alphabetically.
